Sri K. V. Narayana Reddy (Kamalapur) : In view of 
the fact that the Government is going to hand over the 
functions of the village oflGicers to village panchayats, why 
not Government bring in some legislation to abolish com- 
pletely this institution of village officers ? 

Sri K Ramachandra Reddy : It is under considera- 
tion. The Unnithan Committee's report is under conside- 
ration. It will effect the very appointment and hereditary 
system and all these things will be involved in it, 

Mr^ Speaker : I do not think I will allow any more 
supplementary questions on this. We have taken twenty 
minutes already on this.

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Mr. Speaker: But any how the matter has been 
under consideration of the Government for too long. It 
is good that the Government takes a decision. Both for 
the Government as well as for the village officers it will 
be good. 

Sri N. Ramachandra Reddy : Partly a HigH Power 
Committee has been constituted by the Government to 
consider so many things and after that other measures 
will be considered* 

Mr. Speaker : The question is as to when Govern- 
ment are going to take a decision, 

Sri N. Ramachandra Reddy : I cannot say any target 
date — I cannot give, Sir. 

Mr. Speaker : That means you say Government will 
take a decision as soon as possible. But when it is going 
to be, you are not in a position to say* It may be six 
months, it may be one year. You take your own time 
but let the hon. members know as to when you are going 
to decide the matter— say, within about six months. 

Sri N. Ramachandra Reddy : I cannot say off hand, 
six months, Sir, because there are so many far-reaching 
effects. Because of Emergency, if anything happens, as 
Mr. Gopalakrishnayya has put it just now, the base is 
losing or some thing if a new structure is coming into 
being. I do not know what will be the repercussions, or 
the far-reaching effects. Therefore soon after this Emer- 
gency is over or in the alternative^ if there is no emer- 
gency or some thing like that an early decision can be 
taken. 

Mr. Speaker : The Emergency may live with us for 
20 years 

(laughter) 

The Chinese problem —it Ipoks as though it is going 
to live with us for about 20 or 30 years. We do not 
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know when it is going to be settled and this thing cannot 
be allowed to be postponed till the Emergency is over, 

Sri N. Ramachandra Reddy : We do not wish that 
Emergency should continue for twenty years, Sir. In that 
case the country will not progress. 

Mr. Speaker : I do not say it should continue. But 
it looks like that. That is what I am saying.

(c) Under section 4 of the Andhra Pradesh Irriga- 
tion (Levy of Betterment Contribution) Act, 1955, the 
amount of contribution payable by an owner in respect of 
any land under a work for which the Act applies,, is so 
fixed as not to exceed one half of the increase in value of 
the land on account of the completion of the construction 
expansion or alteration of the work. The increase in 
value of the land is taken to be the amount by which the 
valve of the land on the completion date exceeds the value 
of the land on the wnstrUCtion date.

Corporation is entirely managed by the Government of 
India from 1-7—1958 who have invested more than 51 
per cent in the share capital of the company, whereas the 
State Government have only 34 per cent with two Direc- 
tors on the Board of Directors as against a total of 7 
Directors. As the State Government is not primarily 
concerned with the day to day v^orking and management 
of the Company, the State Government is not in a posi- 
tion to discuss the affairs of the Company without prior 
consultation with the Government of India- It may, 
however, be menctioned that in accordance with Section 
619 (A) (2) of the Companies Act, the annual reports of 
the Company are being laid on the Table of both the 
Houses every year. It would have been better if the in- 
formation had been sought in the Lok Sabha. This Go-

This is an important point because many people 
have the mistaken notion that the Land Grant Legislation 
involved only agriculture, whereas it contemplated ""'a 
large broader institution offering superior educational 
opportunities to the sons and daughters of farmers, 
labourers and others who could not afford to send their 
young people to the more expensive private colleges and 
Universities. While Agriculture, Engineering, Military 
Training and smattering of the arts and sciences may 
have formed the beginning, virtually every other field of 
educational endeavour has been added the fine arts, 
medicine, law, commerce, journalism, i>rofessional 
education , veterinary science, pharmacy, nursing 
education, dentistry, social welfare training and the 
whole gamut of arts and sciences on a major scale.
